25X11 , There have been few indications of a comprehensive Soviet stockpiling plan 
in the Soviet Zone of Germany. Although construction of supply installavions 
close to the zonal border has not been reported to date, new ammunition dumps 
have been established at Jueterbpos. and Nevruppin, and new fuel dumps at Ssprem—- 
berg, Rathenow, and Neuruppin. In addition, the fuel depot at Rostock-Marienehe 
has been enlarged. These installations were planned and. constructed entirely 
from the point of view of military considerations, such as the selection of 
concealed sites in remote places and the installation of fuel containers either a 
underground or buried into the ground up to at least one third of their height. 
The construction of new supply installations is probably a natural result 
of the Sovict desire largely to decentralize supply operations, but is not 
necessarily indicative. of Soviet preparedness for an early war.
